Dear Friends and Neighbors: 


Thank you for allowing me the privilege of serving as your State Representative in the 
121st Legislature. I have enjoyed serving the people of Greenwood over the past year. I look 
forward to the many challenges that we currently face and I hope to hear from you as I truly value 
your input on these issues. I look forward to continuing to represent you in the months and years 
ahead. 


In the First Regular Session of the 121" Legislature our challenges were many. Despite a 
record $1.2 billion shortfall, the Maine Legislature passed four budget bills in six months without 
raising any broad-based taxes. An important piece of the budget was startup funding for the 
Office of Program Evaluation and Governmental Accountability, which will give needed 
oversight over state agency expenditures. The budget also creates a mechanism to limit the 
growth of future budgets. The Dirigo Health Plan was established for affordable health insurance 
to be made available to small businesses and the self-employed. Essential Programs and Services 
offers a new school funding approach to ensure equal educational opportunities. The Pine Tree 
Development Zones Program was funded to encourage development in economically distressed 
areas of the State such as ours. 


During the Second Regular Session of the 121" Legislature my colleagues and I will be 
concentrating on tax reform and tax relief, a shortfall in the Medicaid budget and gambling issues 
that are causing controversy throughout the state. By the end of this session, I hope we will have 
enacted responsible tax reform that provides meaningful relief from the burden of high property 
taxes, created a mechanism to carefully regulate all types of gaming and resolved the Medicaid 
accounting and expenditure problems without compromising health care for Maine’s most needy 
citizens.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The accounting policies of the Town of Greenwood, Maine 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles. 
The Town’s reporting entity applies all relevent 
Government Accounting Standards Board pronouncements. 


A. 


Financial Reporting Entity 


Greenwood, Maine is organized as a Town in which 
citizens elect at large a three member board of 
selectmen which appoints an administrator. The 
accompanying financial statements present the 
Town’s primary government units over which the 
Town exercises significant influence. 


Funds 


The accounts of the Town are organized into funds, 
each of which is considered to be a separate 
accounting entity. The Town has the following fund 


types: 


Governmental Funds are used to account for the Town’s 
general government activities. Governmental fund 
types use the flow of current financial resources 
measurement focus and the modified accrual basis of 
accounting. Under the modified accrual basis of 
accounting revenues are recognized when susceptible 
to accrual (i.e., when they are "measurable and 
available"). "Measurable" means the amount of the 
transaction can be determined and "available" means 
collectible within the current period or soon enough 
thereafter to pay liabilities of the current period. 
The Town considers all revenues available if they are 
collected within 60 days after year end. Expenditures 
are recorded when the related fund liability is 
incurred. 


Property taxes, investment earnings and charges for 
services are susceptible to accrual. Other receipts 
and taxes become measurable and available when cash 
is received by the government and are recognized as 
revenue at that time.

Funds (Continued) 


Governmental funds include the following fund types: 


The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for 
in other funds. 


The capital project fund accounts for the acquisition 
or construction of major capital projects or assets 
not being financed by proprietary or non-expendable 
trust funds. 


Fiduciary Funds are used to account for assets held 

by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent for 
individuals, private organizations, other governmental 
units, and/or other funds. Trust funds account for 

assets held by the Town under the terms of a formal 

trust agreement. 


The non-expendable trust funds are accounted for in 
essentially the same manner as the proprietary funds, 
using the same measurement focus and basis of account- 
ing. Non-expendable trust funds account for assets 
of which the principal may not be spent. 


Account Groups - The account groups are used to 
account for fixed assets and long-term liabilities 
which are not reported in the respective govern- 
mental funds.

Total columns on the combined statements are 
captioned "memo only" to indicate that they are 
presented only to aid in financial analysis.

D. Budget Law and Practice 


The selectmen submit an annual budget to the 
citizens in accordance with municipal law. In 
March the citizens adopt annual appropriated 


budgets for Town operating funds. These include 
general, highway, solid waste, police, fire and 
reserve funds. Once approved, the citizens may 


legally amend the adopted budget by vote at special 
town meetings. 


The budgets are prepared on the cash and expendi- 
tures basis. Revenues are budgeted in the year the 
receipt is expected; and expenditures are budgeted 
in the year that the disbursements are anticipated. 


E. Encumbrances 


Encumbrance accounting under which purchase orders, 
contracts, or other commitments for the expenditure 
of monies are recorded in order to reserve that 
portion of the applicable appropriation is not 
employed by the Town of Greenwood. 


F. Use of Estimates 


The preparation of financial statements in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting standards requires 
management to make estimates and assumptions that 
affect certain reported amounts and disclosures. 
Accordingly, actual results could differ from those 
estimates. 


CASH 


The Town’s cash and cash equivalents are considered to 
be cash on hand, demand deposits and short-term invest- 
ments with original maturities of three months or less 
from the date of acquisition. Town policy is that 
deposits can only be made in financial institutions 
insured by the FDIC. The Town’s investment policy 
authorizes investments in obligations of the U.S. 
Treasury and U.S. Agencies, repurchase agreements, and 
certain certificates of deposit. 


At year end the Town’s carrying amount of deposits was 
$572,981 and the bank balance was $386,709. Of the bank 
balance $386,709 was covered by federal depository 
insurance or by collateral held by the Town’s agent in 
the Town’s name, and $-0- was uninsured and uncollat- 
erized.

PROPERTY TAXES 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied 

on August 5, 2003 on the assessed value listed as of 

April 1, 2003 for all real and personal property located 

in the Town. Taxes were due December 31, 2003 with interest at 
the rate of 7.0% per year assessed on unpaid taxes after 
December 31, 2003. Liens on 2002 unpaid property taxes were 
placed on June 10, 2003. 


FIXED ASSETS 


Fixed assets used in governmental fund types of the Town 
are recorded in the general fixed assets account group at 
cost or estimated historical cost if purchased or con- 
structed. Donated fixed assets are recorded at their 
estimated fair value at the date of donation. Assets in 
the general fixed assets account group are not depreciated. 
Interest incurred during construction is not capitalized on 
general fixed assets. 


Public domain (infrastructure) general fixed assets 
consisting of roads, bridges, sidewalks, drainage systems 
and lighting systems are not capitalized as these assets 
are immovable and of value only to the Town.

Ordinance for The Recall of Elected Municipal Officers 
SECTION 1. Establishment 
Under MRSA Title 30-A Section 2602 (6) amended Oct. 13,1993 a town may 
enact an ordinance for the recall and removal of elected municipal officials with 
the exception of school board members as noted in MRSA 30-A section 2602. 


SECTION 2. Applicability 


Any elected selectman or assessor of the Town Greenwood may be recalled 
and removed from office as herein provided for. 


SECTION 3. Petitions for Recall 
a. The petition for recall must contain only signatures of the registered voters 
of the town of Greenwood, equal to ten percent (10%) of the number of votes 


cast in the last Gubernatorial election but in all cases no less than ten. 


b. The petition shall be addressed to those members of the Board of Selectmen 
who are not the subject of the petition. 


c. The petition shall state the name and office of the person whose removal is 
being sought. 


d. If recall of more than one official is being sought there shall be a separate 
petition for each official whose removal is being sought. 


e. Each page of the petition shall provide a space for the voter's signature. 
address and printed name. 


f. All petition pages thereof shall be filed as one document. 


SECTION 4. Clerk's Certification 


Within ten (10) days of receipt of the petition the Town Clerk shall certify 
signatures contained on the petition and shall determine if the petition me 
all of the qualifications as set forth in section 3 of this ordinance. Should th 
petition be found insufficient the petition will be filed in the clerk's office agi 
the voter who filed the petition will be notified. Fy 
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SECTION 5. Calling the Recall Election 


a. If the petition is certified by the Town Clerk to be sufficient, he or she will 
submit the same with his or her certification to the Board of Selectmen at their 
nest regular meeting and shall notify the official or officials whose removal is 
being sought of such action. 


b. The selectmen upon receipt of the certified petition shall within ten (10) 
days time of receipt order an Open Town Meeting election, to be held not 
less than 30 nor more than 60 days thereafter. 

SECTION 6. Ballots for Recall Election 

Unless the official or officials whose removal is being sought have resigned 
within ten (10) days of receipt of the petition by the Board of Selectmen, the 
Board shall schedule an Open Town Meeting Election as provided in Sec. 5. 
The voting shall be conducted by written ballot. 


SECTION 7. Result of Election 


In the event of an affirmative vote for removal, such vote shall take effect upon 
being declared by the Moderator. 


SECTION 8. Vacancies to be Filled 


Any vacancy resulting from removal from office under this ordinance shall be 
filled in accordance with the provisions contained in the Maine State Statutes.
